stre e t bloc" and th a t the leadership 
of th e R epublican party has forsaken 
th e principles of Lincoln an d Roose­ 
velt. W hile he did not openly espouse 
th e cause of th e La Follette-W heeler 
ticket. S en ato r 
B rookhart 
m ade 
It 
c le a r th a t he would not sup po rt Cool­ 
idge and took a position on cam paign 
issues diam etrically opposite to the 
president. 
T h ree tim es in his speech 
he m entioned S enato r La Follette in 
a. favorable light. 
At the sam e tim e 
B ro o k h art denied reports th a t he was 
h o k in g the Republican party. 
He is 
a c a n d id ate for re-election on 
th e 
R epublican ticket in this state. 
B rookhart said: 
“J have never had 
a thought of leaving the party. 
My 
w hole soul is w rapped up in the prin­ 
ciples of Lincoln, Roosevelt and K en­ 
yon. 
On the o th er hand, I will fight 
with all my stren g th th a t false and 
corrupt conception that crep t into the 
p arty under the lead ership of H anna, 
P e n ro se and N ew berry." 
T he sen ato r accused th e president 
of approving overvaluation of th e rail­ 
roads. saying the roads w ere worth 
only $12,000,000,000 and th a t Coolidge 
favored a valuation of $30,000,000,000, 
which the se n a to r said would prevent 
a red actio n in freight rates. 
He con­ 
tinued: 
“ I am again st N ew berry ism. 
The 
presid en t was for it; 
I was against 
th e ship subsidy, the p resid en t sup­ 
ported it; I was in favor of repealing 
th e Easch-C um m lns law and th e pres­ 
iden t opposed it; I was in favor of 
inv estig atin g corruption 
in .the de 
p a rtm e n ts and the p resid ent opposed 
th e investigations and criticized the 
se n a te for its action; on all taxation 
I favor high taxes on ex ex ss profits 
and large incom es and e states, and 
th e president favors the Mellon plaji, 
w hich ta x e s the poor; I belong to the 
farm bloc and the p resident belongs 
to th e W all s tre e t bloc.” 
Follow ing B rookhart ’s speech, the 
Iowa Republican 
central 
co m m ittee 
decided th a t he had ruled him self out 
of the Republican ra n k s when he de­ 
nounced 
P re sid e n t 
Coolidge 
and 
C harles G. Dawes, Republican nom ­ 
inees for p resident and vice president. 
T h e com m ittee itself did not directly 
declare S e n a to r B rookhart out of the 
party, but stated th a t his sta te m e n ts 
of the last 
few’ days con stitu te ‘‘a 
repudiation of and a bolt from tho 
R epublican p a rty .”

Stock by Using Sprays 
Every day we have calls for some 
sort of spray, which will keep files 
away from cattle. 
The following Is 
suggested by the New Jersey experi­ 
ment station: 
The common cattle flies which gath­ 
er on the backs of cows and annoy 
them so that milk production is de­ 
creased, can be eliminated by a home­ 
made spray mixture that costs only 
I cent a day for each cow. 
A spray mixture recommended by 
J. K. Bartlett, professor of dairy hus­ 
bandry at the college of agriculture i 
at New Brunswick, consists of the

I bination thoroughly and bring the , 
I whole up to 30 gallons by adding luke­ 
warm water.

Thirty gallons will spray 40 cows for 
ten days at a cost of I cent per cow 
per day.

Use of Fly Sprays and 
Different Repellant^ 
The use of fly sprays and repellants 
offer some relief at milking time, but 
it is doubtful If thorough spraying 
will affect the milk flow. Trials at the 
Missouri experiment station and re­ 
cently at the Kansas station have 
tended to show no increase in milk 
flow following liberal spraying. 
The 
sprays used in the Kansas test wert 
partially successful In reducing the 
number of files during milking time at 
a cost of one to two cents per cow per 
day. Tile decrease in milk flow which 
occurs during tty time is largely due 
to short pastures and hot weather. To 
see that the cows have sufficient feed, 
water and shade is therefore of pri­ 
mary importance.
